"It is iu r st encouraging tr* know 
that the improvement has begun 
ut the foundation of our oduea-j 
itonal system, with public schools, 
iitd thnt it form* tlierefor>- a per- 1

It is possible there¬ 
fore to strengthen the college cur¬ 
riculum and increase the efficiency 
ofevory higher institution of learn¬ 
ing in proportion ns the character 
of the work in ouch unit of the sys¬ 
tem is elevated. 

“80 far Kentucky has had but a 
very small part in this forward 
movement, as compared with the 
splendid achievements of the Car- 
olinas, Alabama, {Georgia, Missis¬ 
sippi nod Texas. Nevertheless, 
some things have been done to im- 
nrove conditions—the length of the 
-eh 001 term bos been increased 
from Qvu to six months; State 
Normal Schools have been estab¬ 
lished at Richmond and at Bowl¬ 
ing Green; achool improvement 
leagues have been organized, and 
most importrut of all, perhaps, 
the conditions now obtaining in the 
State are being investigated and 
the truth made known to every 
citizen of the Commonwealth. 
Much of what hu« been done we 
owe directly to the effort* of the 
'iilightenod women of Kentucky, 
not tc the wisdom of its legislators. 

“It is hoped that public opinion, 
which is now more fully aroused, 
may sweep Kentucky onward into 
the full current of educational 
progress, and make it, as io its 
earlier history, the first, rather 
than well nigh the last State in the 
Udiou in the achievement of truly 
high standards and ideals of edu¬ 
cation."
